mont Laid at Rest.

T h e R em a in s o f G en eral F rem o n t L aid 
a t R est. 
N ew Y o r k , July 16th.—The rem ains of 
General Frem ont were laid at rest this 
m orning in T rinity Cemetery. 
Distin­ 
guished soldiers, citizens of prominence 
and men who had been lifelong friends of 
the deceased were among those who at­ 
tended the services in St. Ignatins Church. 
The body was dressed in black broadcloth. 
On the right lapel of the coat was pinned 
a badge of the California Pioneers, and on 
the left that of the Frem ont Verein, organ­ 
ized in 1856. 
‘ 
The pall-bearers were General Sherm an, 
General Howard, Colonel Fioyd Clarkson, 
Mark D. W ilbur. ex-Goveruor Rodman L. 
Price of New York, ex-Governor McCor­ 
mick of Arizona (representing Rear Ad­ 
miral Braine), W illiam Colligan, Jam es E. 
N uttm an, Francis D. Clark and Major 
George D. Edgar. 
In accordance with Frem ont's wishes, 
there was no display and there were no 
services at the residence. The body was 
taken to St. Ignatius Church and placed at 
the foot of the center aisle, where it lay in 
a handsome, black, cloth-covered casket, 
the silver plate on which had the following 
inscription: 
“John C. Frem ont, Major- 
General, U. S. A.; born January 31,1813 ; 
died July 13, 1890.” 
The lower part of the 
casket was draped with the American flag 
and covered with wreaths of flowers and 
laurel, the upper half open, showing the 
face and body of the dead General. 
He 
was attired in full evening dress, with 
black studs in the shirt bossom. 
The venerable face looked thin and 
worn, but the expression w»s natural, as if 
asleep. The hour set lor the funeral services 
was 10 o’clock. 
Long before that tim e the 
little church was tilled with friends Every 
one stopped a m om ent to glance at the 
face. 
H is gray-haired comrades of the 
California Pioneer Association paused tor 
several m inutes as they passed by the cas­ 
ket. and were m uch affected. 
Rear Adm iral Braine was unable to at­ 
tend. The relatives and im m ediate friends 
present were Lieutenant John C. Fremont, 
U. S. N., Colonel H . M. Porter and his 
wife, the adopted daughter of Fremont; 
Dr. W. J. Morton and Mrs. Morton, and 
Miss Bradley.

T H E STEA M ER D ISA ST ER . 


A L a rg e N u m b er o f B o d ies R ecovered 
• 
Y esterd ay. 
R ed W ing (M inn.), July 16th —The 
doletul tolling of church bells is still to be 
heard in this city to day, the list of the re­ 
covered dead from the disaster having been 
greatly increased since yesterday. Eight 
bodies were brought up this m orning. In 
the afternoon sixteen more were brought 
up and one was sent over to Lake City, and 
to-night another boat-load arrived. 
The scene at the lake shore, (the disaster 
having occurred two miles this side of 
Lake City, iu Goodhue county), is a sad 
one. W hen the first bodies were recov­ 
ered Sunday night and Monday morning, 
their faces were calm and peaceful, and 
shewed little or no signs of haying come to 
a sudden death. Not so with those found 
last night and to-day. All these were 
bloated and blackened beyond recognition, 
so that the clothing, jewelry and papers 
were the only way for their friends to 
claim their dead. 
The warm weather and the shallowness 
of the water, together with the fact that 
several big steamers sent up heavy swells 
to-day as they passed up tire river, brought 
the bodies to the surface very quickly. The 
strolling rowboats towed the bodies ashore, 
where they were identified as soon as pos­ 
sible, boxed and shipped to this city. 
To-night another boatload arrived. This 
swells the list of recorded dead to one 
hundred, and it is thought about a dozen 
bodies still lie in the lake. 
Eugene Sparks, of the Sea W ing, to-nigbt 
entered an em phatic denial of the report 
that the Captain or any of the crew had 
been drinking. The friends of Sparks and 
Captain W etheren are also indignant at the 
charge of drunkenness. 
. The reported arrest of.Captain W etheren 
is true. A man who came to-night from 
Diamond Bluff, where the Captain's home 
is situated, says the Sheriff took W etheren 
to 8t. Paul this afternooD, having arrested 
him at the instance of the United States 
officials.

In his denial letter Alexander says : “ I 
want to say that the interview published 
in a m orning paper was a falsehood in 
every particular. To begin with, I never 
had an interview with this paper. A re­ 
porter came to my residence Sunday, and 
he and myself engaged in conversation fn 
reference to the subsidy bill. I told him 
that our conversation was not for publica­ 
tion, and to this he agreed, and I then 
talked to him as an old friend, but the con­ 
clusions reached and the deductions made 
and the inference drawn were wholly his 
and were never uttered by me. 
"I have always been a strong and consist­ 
ent advocate of the North and South Road. 
I did all in my power to assist, even tospend- 
ing some $40 for telegraphing to Judge 
Barnes in New York in its behalf, but I had 
my objections to the measure. I did not like 
the five-year clause, as I was afraid it would 
prevent the construction of the road. 
All 
my interests are here, and why should I be 
opposed to a measure which is calculated 
to be of such great advautage to this valley 
as the building of this road would be ? 
I 
have tried to find Mr. Masten. 
I wanted 
to notify him that he was using my name 
without authority, and I wanted him to 
stop it im m ediately. 
Further, if Mr. Mas- 
ten should build the road he talks about it 
would only be to the north line of the 
county, as he has no intention of going 
further. 
I wish to say that in all this busi­ 
ness I have been grossly misunderstood. I 
am now, and always have been, a friend of 
the subsidy bill, and I ardently hope that 
it will become a law, as upon it largely de­ 
pends the development of this valley.”

The motion to take 
independent political action, however, was 
finally carried by an overwhelming vote. 
The Convention then took a recess, and 
entered into a joint Convention with the 
Labor delegates, to piace a joint ticket in 
the field. 
The officers of the Alliance were made 
the officers of the Joint Convention. 
One ballot was taken for Governor and 
resulted: 
NelsoD, 104; Ignatius Donnelly, 
98; Daniel Buck, 67; H enry S. Newman, 
42; J. H . Baker, 32, and a large num ber 
were scattering. 
It is believed Donnelly or Baker will be 
nominated to-morrow.

English resident of China now in this city, 
tells the following story of the Chinese ex­ 
pedition against Form osa: At the approach 
of the Chinese arm y the Formosan savage9 
lied to the hills, and that ended the cam­ 
paign. General Chen-Tai returned with » 
small body of select troops by the steamer, 
leaving the rest to get back 'as best they 
could. 
Manv marched overland, aud some 
were sent in freight boats; with rattous for 
one day. 
They were out right days, and 
some thirty or forty starved to death, 
and from 250 to 300 died of fever. 
They 
landed at the harbor of Auping, where the 
most horrible scenes were enacted. 
Dying 
men were strewn about the decks. The* 
Consul sent an appeal to Cthen-Tai, who 
responded 
by 
tendering 
grave-diegers. 
These added to the horror of the situation. 
According to an old custom, when a soldier 
dies his officer draws burial expenses front 
the Government, part of which goes to th e 
dead m an's comrades. This burial money 
was an incentive to most horrible atroci­ 
ties by the grave-diggers. 
All the sick 
who were supposed to be dying were hus­ 
tled into coffins, and buried before th e ir 
bodies were cold. 
It is said that soldiers 
were seen forcing the lids of coffins down 
on feeble victims who were pitiously call­ 
ing for water. The coffin-lids were nailed 
fast and the living men hurried away to 
burial. 


S en sation C reated. 
London, July 16th.—A sensation was 
created in the Peace CoDgress yesterday by 
Sir H . de Burgh Lawson, who accepted the 
chair.

A SCHEME TO SHUT CALIFORNIA OUT 
OF THE FAIR. 


If the proposition to departmentize the 
exhibits at the Chicago World’s Fair, for 
all States and countries, is adopted, Cali­ 
fornia might as we'I step out of the pro­ 
cession. 
She cannot make a showing cred­ 
itable to her unless she can group her ex­ 
hibits. 
The bame may be taid of all the 
new Western States. 
The idea is to have 
sixteen grand departments, and to distrib­ 
ute all the exhibits according to the char­ 
acter of the respective departments. 
If 
that is done California will simply be lost 
in the fair. 
She might be prominent as to 
her wines, and possibly as to her fruits, 
under the department plan, but beyond 
that it would be like looking for a needle 
in a haystack to find her exhibits among 
those of forty-two other States and as 
many other countries. 
As California Ls a young State, indeed 
hut upon the border land of development, 
she ought to be privileged to exhibit in 
one building and group. 
The Centennial 
la ir at Philadelphia was notable for the 
State buildings erected upon the grounds 
and the State exhibits. 
At the Paris 
Exposition of 1878 States and nations 
were permitted to put up special struct­ 
ures, and many did so. 
There is no good 
reason why California should not he given 
leave to do 60 for the Chicago Fair. 
The 
Linked States Government itself is to have 
its exhibits grouped and in an independ­ 
ent building. 
It might be found feasible 
for the Pacific States to occupy one huild- 
ng jointly, to be provided by them, thus 
forming the Pacific group, and making it a 
distinctive feature of the 
fair. 
This 
would probably lie a better plan than for 
California to erect her 
own building. 
Something ample for the purpose, tasty 
and attractive, but not necessarily of great 
cost, ought to be put up by the Pacific 
States. 
Into that construction their woods 
might largely enter in the trimmings and 
form sjieeial features of the exhibit. 
But 
if the Pacific building cannot be secured, 
California can better a fiord to erect her 
own and group her exhibits, than to have 
them divided among sixteen grand depart­ 
ments, some of them separated by miles of 
space. In short, if the segregation scheme 
is to apply to us, the game will not be 
worth the candle. 
We are promoting a fair at Chicago for 
two purposes—to contribute our quota to 
the general success and the commemora­ 
tion of a notable anniversary; to advertise 
the resources of tills State and invite in­ 
telligent inquiry into 
our 
claims for 
greater desirable population. 
This later 
purpose more nearly concerns us. 
It may 
be said to be the motive power behind our 
scheme of exhibition. 
If that is defeated 
by segregation of our exhibits, the vital 
character of the enterprise, so far as we 
are concerned, is taken out of it as com­ 
pletely as if the heart were removed from 
the body of a human being. 
Rather than 
submit to the “scatteration” process, we 
could afford to take separate quarters in 
Chicago, and run an exhibition of our own 
squarely upon the basis of advertising the 
{state. 
Moreover, there is no good reason 
for the department system. 
It was not a 
success at the late Paris Ex(>osition; its 
adoption there reduced the United States 
exhibition to such diminutive importance, 
that 
most 
Americans 
were 
heartily 
ashamed of it. 
Precisely that would hap­ 
pen to the California exhibit at Chicago if 
divided into sixteen parts, and placed in 
separate buildings and departments. 
It 
would be lost. 
If we stand out firmly in 
this matter we will win. 
The managers 
of the fair will not consent to California 
being shut out, for with her would cer­ 
tainly go Oregon, Nevada, Washington 
and probably Idaho, which States would 
suffer by the segregation scheme even 
more than California. 


TO-NIGHT'S MEETING. 


There should be a good attendance at 
the swimming-bath meeting to-night. Since 
the R e c o r d - U n io n broached the matter 
proffers of land at low cost have been 
made, so situated that access to river water 
would be most economic and the grade so 
high that the tanks could be emptied by 
gravitation and in high water filled at 
small cost.

All that seems to be needed is a 
start. 
The establishment of largo, well- 
conducted swimming baths in Sacr-oiento 
will be a bent-lieencc of the best order. To 
swim is to practice an accomplishment 
that every man, woman and child of phy­ 
sical capacity should piossess. It is at once 
health-giving exercise, promotive of phy­ 
sical vigor, an arm of safety in many times 
of danger, and a delightful and refreshing 
sport, to say nothing of the sanitary l»ene- 
fits related to it. 
The R e c o r d U n io n 
has urged the establishment of swimming 
baths for two years past, and now proposes 
to test the desire to have them on the part

T h e attempt of Chinese in this city the 
other day to retain a woman in slavery of 
the worst order, terminated in actual vio­ 
lence and the interference of the police. 
The girl had to be taken by force from 
her “owners,” who did physical battle for 
retention. 
The case was one far more ag­ 
gravated than that in New York a few 
months ago, which so stirred the press of 
that city, and so amazed the goody-goody 
people who have believed the California 
stories of Chinese slavery to be long-bow 
recitals and wholly unworthy of belief. 
We have 
become accustomed to such 
scenes as were described in our local col­ 
umns in the case referred to. 
In fact, we 
have becoAe indifferent to them—tc our 
shame be it said, and hence Chinese slav­ 
ery is practiced in our midst with scarcely 
a protest, save that now and then some 
courageous people rescue a slave and give 
her the liberty to which she is entitled.

T here was a special m eeting o f th e City 
B oard o f E ducation last evening, called for 
th e purpose of investigating th e charges re­ 
cently m ade to th a t body by J . H . Pond, 
P rincipal of th e H igh School, against C. 
D ahl, one o f th e teachers in th a t in stitu ­ 
tion. 
M em bers of th e B oard h a d heard 
ru m o rs to th e effect th a t P rin cip al Pond 
desired th e rem oval of M r. D ahl, and he 
w as requested to form ulate his objections 
to the latter in w riting and subm it them to 
th e B oard for in q u iry . 
Mr. P ond did so 
last w eek in the follow ing com m unica­ 
tion: 
I suggest to the Board of Education th at Pro­ 
fessor (j. Dahl be dropped from the list of teach­ 
ers in th e Sacram euto High School. I m ake 
this suggestion because I believe him to be an 
incom petent teacher. 
First—As a disciplinarian he is an u tter fail­ 
ure. 
Second—His enunciation of English words is 
so indistinct th st it is alm ost impossible for a 
class, be it ever so attentive, to understand 
him . 
T h ird —He lacks the power of holding the at­ 
tention of his class. 
Fourth—He is ridiculed by his pupils. Very 
respectfully, 
j. h . P ond. 
T he Board held a m eeting to receive the 
above, at w hich it was determ ined to cile 
Messrs. Pond and D ahl to appear before 
th at body last evening. 


BOTH BIDES 
HEARD VERBALLY. 
President C bipm an stated the object of 
the m eeting, and Secretary H art read the 
charges filed by Mr. Pond against Mr. 
D ahl. 
T he latter was present, and handed a 
com m unication to the Secretary in response 
to th e charges read. 
T he com m unication 
was as fo llo w s: 


PROFESSOR DAHL’S DEFENSE. 
To tlte IJonorable the Board of Education,,Sacra­ 
mento- G entlem en : 1 am called upon to re­ 
spond to com plaint by Mr. Pond against m y re­ 
tention as teacher of French and L atin in the 
High School. 
You w ill understand th a t I canuot reply w ith 
the sam e brevity th a t characterizes Mr. Pond’s 
curt com m unication. The proceeding, I am in­ 
form» d, is unparalleled, and I am em barrassed, 
because I have not the knowledge of the p ar­ 
ticulars of these general com plaints, nor of the 
proofs Mr. Pond proposes to adduce, a r d be­ 
cause w ith the presum ption of innocence in my 
favor the burden should be upon him to prove 
his charges. 
Nevertheless, I th an k yon for the opportunity 
to reply, aud beg your indulgence th a t you mav 
hear me. I desire to express my conviction ol 
your desire to do justice to your teachers, and 
to advance, above <nl things, the in teicsto f the 
schools. 
W ithout specification I cannot know w hat is 
m eant by the charge th a t I am an utter failure 
as a d ic ip lin a ria n . But If 1 surm ise. 1 may say 
th a t discipline is an elem ent in instruction. 
Your records show th a t I have succeeded as an 
instructor, and I cannot therefore be an utter 
“ iailure as a disciplinarian ” 
I have served you nearly three years. I first 
taught French in a half-day class. On the 
recom m endation ofyour late Principal.Professor 
Anderson, I was prom oted to a lull day class, 
aud to the teaching of Latin and French 
For 
two years X have served you in tn a t capacity. 
All my pupils have passed. Every one ot them 
desiring to enter the University has done so 
w ithout any m atriculation exam ination w hat­ 
ever in studies in w hich I instruct. 
At th e close of the last year I visited the 
instructor in Latin at the UniverS'tv. aud from 
him ascertained his ideas of system In teaching 
Latin. 
His views were such as 1 had enter- 
taiued, and the result was a change som ewhat 
in the system, or, for lack of a better term , the 
m ethod, which had Mr. Pond’s concurrence, 
and has been followed this school year, w ith, I 
trust, even greater credit still to the classes. 
The class of last year was passed aud four of 
the m em bers entered the University. One of 
these, now in this city, whom your Board can 
interrogate if you wish, and whom in Latin 
composition I had the honor to teach exclusive­ 
ly, stands at the head of her class in the Uni­ 
versity, doing honor to your school. 
My Latin class for this year has been approved 
for the University also. I subm it th at, so far as 
m y com petency is involved in this relation, 
the record is one of w hich your Board has rea­ 
son to be proud 
The only failure of approval 
by the University Exam iners has been in a 
study I do not teach, and I am convinced that 
no biam e attaches to any instructor of your 
school for the failure. 
Concerning French, I subm it m yself to any 
exam ination your honorable Board m ay desire, 
how ever severe 
One of the best French schol­ 
ars who has ever parsed through your schools, 
one w ho is rem arkably proficient, and who was 
one year in my clas6. Miss Nellie Siddons, has 
voluntarily w ritteu to me, saying th at hearing 
an effort was to be m ade to supplant me, she 
had applied for the position as to French, but 
th a t she wished me to understand that as 
against me she was not and will not be a candi­ 
date. 1 take this to be a high com plim ent to 
my capacity to im part instruction. 
In response generally to all the charges I 
point to the success of m y classes; to the tact 
th at the past year Mr. Pond has sent his class 
Latin exereises to me to correct, and th at if I 
succeed I canuot be a iailure in any elem ent of 
the instructor’s art. 
I had anticipated soliciting the opinion of the 
instructors in Lalin at the University as to the 
proficiency of the scholars from the Saeranieuto 
High School, but my correspondent replied that 
all are now away on vacation. 
I have said that this is an unusual proceeding, 
and in th at connection call your attention to 
the fact that, by gossip and rum ors in th e air, it 
was known that an effort was to be m ade to 
prevent my re-election, and I am safe in saying 
that the geuesis of all such rum ors was Mr. 
Pond, aud that they did uot resolve into any­ 
thing tangible until your body resolved to ask 
him to prefer his com plaint to you and not to 
gossip. I subm it that the circum stances are not 
to my discredit, but in my tavor. 
I subm it, gentlem en, th at the com plainant is 
bound, in common justice, to show th at my 
pupils taught them selves, succeeded w ithout 
my instruction, or to adm it th a t I have had 
their attention and th at I have com petently in­ 
structed them , since the record is that they have 
been p-operly taught 
It is charged that I am faulty in enunciation 
To th at 1 m ake the sam e reply—I have suc­ 
ceeded in properly instructing the youths com ­ 
m itted to my teaching. 1 m ight cite my pupils 
betore you as to that, but consider th a t your 
body and your Superintendent are the proper 
persons to do that. In me it would be an im ­ 
propriety. I have taught languages over thirty 
years—in fact, all m y m anhood life. I have a l­ 
most wholly used the English tongue as the 
m edium of instruction. 1 have never had a 
scholar fail or to be conditioned. 
I wish here to say, th at before the school 
th e e m atters have uot been brought. 
I would 
not perm it it. 
Before the school there is 110 in- 
harm ouy between Mr. Pond and myself. So far 
as I am concerned there is no feeling in the 
m atter; the school has not, therefore, been af­ 
fected by it. 
I can seive under Mr. Pond w ith 
entire adaptation to any regulations he m ay set 
up or advise. 
T hat I do not have the attention of the class 
o r hold it. I unqualifiedly deny. 
If 1 do not 
gain their attoution, how is it that my French 
scholars, for instance, attain 
especial 
pro 
ficiency? Due of these is now about to go to 
the University to be exam ined In French, that 
being a specialty. 
T hat she w ill pass w ith 
honor I am positive, precisely as L atin scholars 
who have been in my classes havegouc iuto the 
freshm an class on the record. 
Last year I had all. the Latin classes, except 
th at p ait of the year a portion of the junior 
class was given to M rs.Tryon to relieve me. 
This year the school opened with a m uch larger 
m em bership. It began w ith four Latin classes, 
w ith. I should think, 30 per cent, greater m em ­ 
bership than the year before. It was impossible 
for m e to teach them all aud teach French also; 
Mr Pond therelora took the m iddle class. Soon 
after he l-ok the senior class—unnecessarily so, 
I think. 1 did not dem ur: he is iu authority 
and 1 am uot, and I know m y duty, to obey. 1 
w ill not be so uncharitable as to say th a t he did 
this tor th e purpose ot iujuriug me, since I do 
not know it. Still later I reported disorderly 
pupils to him , as in duty bound, but instead of 
suspending them as 1 requested, In my presence 
am i th at of other pupils he said he would not 
suspend them hut would do som ething else. 
T hat “som ething else" was to take them into 
his own room aud organize them info another 
class. 
1 subm it, respectfully, th at th at was not 
sustaining my discipline. Subsequently diso­ 
bedient scholars 1 sent to him and ihey were put 
iuto this class. 
It is charged th at I am ridiculed by my pupils. 
I have 110 knowledge ot that. But. as a teacher 
of thirty years’ standing, I do know th a t no 
teacher,’ high or low. how ever reverend or 
am iable, escapes the w it or m im icry of some 
boys and girls; nor has Mr Pond escaped, nor 
w iil he live long enough to be free Horn it. 
W henever he has been tne subject of m im icry 
in my presence I have at on' e cru»hed it—re 
fused to hear it. 
My own self-respect aud my 
knowledge of children forbid that j sbould per­ 
m it it iu my presence or otherw ise, if it cam e to 
my knowledee. 
I have never known any 
leacher I > suffer, in the estim ation ol compe­ 
tent m en, because of such aetlous by pupils. I 
cannot com eive that you ho'd me or any other 
teacher respousiole for th a t of w hich they have 
no know edge; nor do I believe th at the High 
School pupils have bzen guilty of any ser ous 
oAbuses ot this order. 
With me they have, w ith 
rare »xoeptlons, proved to have had good home 
training In good m anners, tu d reflect credit on 
you aud your school by th eir dem eanor, iu the 
great m ajority of canesj 
I.an year a great difficulty in your school was 
the necessity tor me to teach languages to my 
cUflM* and at the sam e tim e w atch over a body 
of p pits In the same room who were uot in the 
language classes. 
Ib is was th e m ore em bar­ 
rassing as the study was alw ays one th a t could 
not in:crest outsiders. 
This evil has been 
m uch lessoned 'h is year, but it is one not calcu­ 
lated to aid a teacher in keeping order. 
R egretting the need of speaking so m uch of 
myself. 1 subm it th e following letter Irom the 
late P rincipal of your high school, to whom I 
w-'gte a< ihe earnest so ieitation 01 friends.

That the answ ers m ay be m ore easily under­ 
stood I copy them , and append my answ er to 
each. 
Question—Did I not teach under yon six 
m ouths or more? 
Answer—You taught French classes, three 


solution of them all. 
Question—Did you find th at I had any diffi­ 
culty, m aterial, iu expressing, or rath er enun­ 
ciating English words to my class? Did not my 
class understand me? 
Answer—The question surprises m e ! I have 
talked w ith you uot a little, and never noticed 
anything of th at kind to the best of my recol­ 
lection. I should not think yon adapted to 
teaching E nglish, but canuot recall any oDe 
ever rem arking th a t your pupils did not under­ 
stand you, or th a t they noticed any difficulty 
you had in enunciation. 
To be suie you show 
th a t you are a foreigner by your accent. 
Question—Did you ever know of m y being 
ridiculed by m y scholars? Did you ever con­ 
sider my classes, or those in my room whom I 
had tpAupervise, as unruly or lawless ? 
A nsw ir—No. I never knew of any of your 
scholars ridiculing you. It would not have 
been pleasant for them . You did not have to 
supervise any pupils except the sm all num ber 
in the class you were teaching 
It is too ong 
ago to speak positively, but the class could not 
have been lawless 
During th a t vear our dis­ 
cipline caused us not the Uighteit trouble. It 
seems to m e th a t once or tw ice I had to repri­ 
m and some girls In your class. But there could 
have been nothing serious, or I should not have 
recom m ended th at you should have the L atiu 
as well as the French classes.

I beg leave to call your attention to the ex 
plicit language of Professor Anderson. The 
discipline w hile I was under him did not cause 
the slig h test trouble, and he italicizes the 
words. Also, th at in his tim e I had to super­ 
vise uo outside pupils. Professor Andersou is 
recoguized as a m odel disciplinarian, and one 
who would know any falling under him . I re­ 
gret deeply th a t because he does not wish to 
appear to be interfering. Professor Anderson 
feels restrained from expressing his views to 
you concerning my capacity as a teacher. 
Because of clim atic condiiions, and the invi­ 
tation to engage in business, for w hich I soon 
iound I was not fitted by habit and experience, 
I cam e to Sacram ento. I resum ed my vocation 
as a teacher, in private, w hen I discovered th at 
business was not to m y baud. The field for 
private teaching is here, however, very lim ited. 
1 then solicited and obtained em ploym ent un- 
d. r you. 
Here health has been restored to my familv, 
and here 1 have hoped to rem ain, as an Am eri­ 
can citizen. 
You will therefore understand w hy I solicit 
at your hands a thorough test as tc capacity be­ 
fóte you set upon m e the Seal of condem nation. 
For these reasons I subm it to the recital of 
my qualifications. I am sure you will pardon 
me tnereiore, if I yield to the advice oi irteuds 
and cite to you my experience and recom ­ 
m endations as a teacfer. 
I am an instructor in 
Latiu, French, Spanish and Herm an and have 
taught other brauehes and languages 
Except 
w hile iu Copenhagen 1 have alw ays used the 
English language as the m edium of instruction. 
I began to teach as th ird teacher in the West 
Iudies, in Santa Cruz, in th e high school there, 
in the year 1859. Next as second teacher. 
1 
taught in th a t way thirteen years. 1 was ad ­ 
vanced to the position of Principal of the school 
in 1872. Iu 1877 I was called to thtH 'rineipal- 
ship of the Governm ent College of St. Thomas, 
and served six years—to the close of the school. 
F inancial distress com pelling its abandonm ent 
by the Governm ent, 1 was then m ade Superin­ 
tendent ot all schools in St. Thomas, aud served 
one year, w hen 1 returned to Copenhagen and 
taught languages. In 1885 I cam e to the United 
States. 
I perfected m yself in F rench in Paris under 
official com m endation. 
I was elected ior three years to th e Lower 
House of the Colonial Council of Santa Cruz, and 
daring th a t tim e held the C hairm anship ot the 
Com m ittee on Education. In 1862 I visited the 
United States under official com m endation to 
exam ine iuto Its educational system. I m ade a 
report on the sam e th at had approval. I had 
the honor to be sent out as official Commis­ 
sioner to the French West Indies to report upon 
th e system of sugar-growing and m anufacture. 
I subm it originals and translations of these 
certificates of m erit aud caparity. 
Two by Governors Garde and A rendrup, Gov­ 
ernors of Danish West Indies, both indorsing 
my capacity as an instructor, in warm language.

Regretting, gentlem en, these annual 
elections, w hich it is the criticism of the world 
is the chief defect in your system of educa­ 
tion, aud suggesting th at w hether I am retained 
or rejected, you give your serious thought to 
the questi ,n of abandoning them , and substi­ 
tuting retention during good behavior and ca­ 
pacity. as a m eans to lift your schools out of an 
annual tribulation.

P rincipal P ond replied th at personally 
he had no ill-feeling against Mr. D ahl. H e 
knew hiru to be a scholar and a gentlem an. 
B at as a disciplinarian, how ever, lie still 
insisted th at Mr. D ahl was an utter failure. 
H e recited instances of disorder in Profes­ 
sor D ahl’s classes, and said he (Pond) was 
com pelled to go to D ahl’s room atid chide 
pupils for their disorderly conduct. 
It has 
often been necessary for him to rebuke 
pupils for studying Latin, an d reading 
other books w hile the Scriptures were be­ 
ing read. 
W ith reference to Professor D ahl’s en u n ­ 
ciation of E uglish, Mr, Pond said he would 
leave it to the D irectors to judge for th em ­ 
selves. 
H e him self could scarcely u n d er­ 
stand him , and other persons had spoken 
of it. 
As to Professor D ahl having been ridi­ 
culed by his pupils. Mr. Pond 9aid it was 
true, but th at graduates from Mr. D ahl’s 
classes would no t talk to o th e rs on th e sub­ 
ject as they had talked to him . 
W ith reference to teaching the classics, 
Mr. Pond explained th at he had taken the 
m iddle class from Mr. D ahl because of the 
latter's hours being too full of duty. 
H e 
read a note from one of the professors in 
the Stale U niversity, to the effect th at u n ­ 
less there was an im provem ent in the 
Latin the graduates could not enter the 
U niversity. 
T hat was received last year. 
H e had taken the senior class in Latin 
from Mr. D ahi because one of th e young 
ladies cam e to him (Pond) w ith tears in 
her eyes and said they could not learn 
from Mr. D ahl. 
P upils had purposely 
been disorderly in Mr. D ahl's classes in 
order that they m ight get transferred to his 
(P ond’s) class. 
H e bad even given 1 xtra 
hours to helping out th e Latin pupils in 
their studies. 
Mr. D ahl replied briefly to Mr. P ond's 
arraignm ent, 
explaining 
the statem ent 
contained in the letter from a U niversity 
profeesor, as read by Mr. Pond, as not be­ 
ing applicable to any shortcom ing of his. 
H e bad gone to th e U niversity and found 
the com plaint was of th e m ethod in vogue 
in the school and no t of his introduction. 
H e m ade a chaDge th e U niversity instructor 
approved. 
Mr. Pond said th e only graduates from 
the school for w hose acquirem ents 
in 
Lalin Mr. D ahl was responsible were those 
of last year, and m entioned th e nam es of 
som e w ho, he said, were conditioned in 
that study. 
Mr. D ahl replied th a t there w as one pupil 
w ho hated th e study and could no t be in ­ 
duced to excel in it. 
D irector E rlew ine said th e m atter had 
been, apparently, pretty fully presented, 
and he th o u g h t the m em bers of the Board 
should take the m atter nnder consideration 
un til th e election of teachers should take 
place. 
D irector 
S herbnrn objected. 
Specific 
charges had been presented 
against 
a 
teacher, and he thought they should be 
acted upon now. 
On m otion o f D irector Senatz. th e Board 
then w ent into executive session. 


TH E CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED. 
A fter considering 
and discussing the 
m atter quite freely for an h o u r or m ore, 
Director E rlew ine offered a resolution to 
the effect th at the charges bad not been 
sustained by th e evidence laid before the 
Board. 
T he resolution was carried on the second 
ballot by a vote of 5 to 3, the first ballot be­ 
ing a tie.

FIRST GUN FIRED IN FOUR-AND-&- 
HALF LAST NIGHT. 


F roipect That Two Tickets W ill Be in 
the Field in Every Precinct at 
Saturday’s Prim aries. 


Pursuant to the call of N. J. Toll, Com­ 
mitteeman from Precinct 3 of Four-and-a- 
Half Ward of this city, the Republican 
voters of the ward met at Union Hall, 
Twentieth and O streets, at 8 o’clock last 
night, to select twenty-five delegates to be 
voted for at the Republican primaries next 
Saturday. 
None but Republican voters of the ward 
were admitted to the hall, and to carry out 
this idea George P. Royster was stationed 
at the head of the stairway with a copy of 
the Great Register. There were about 
sixty voters present. Mr. Toll called the 
meeting to order and stated its object. 
B. N. Bugbey was elected Chairman and 
Thomas Humphrey Secretary. The Chair­ 
man thanked the meeting for the honor 
conferred, counseled harmony in the party, 
stated that the company present were a 
good-looking lot of “boodlere,” and urged 
all to stana together and work for the suc­ 
cess of the ticket. 
On motion, the following resolution was 
adopted unanimously, and three rousing 
cheers given for Senator Leland Stanford: 
W h e re a s , Rumors are current that c e rta in 
parties claiming to belong to the Republican 
party of Sacramento county are making strenu­ 
ous efforts to defeat the re election of Hon. 
Leland Stanford to succeed himself as United 
States Senator. 
Resolved. That we denounce any and all such 
efforts as inimical to the best interests of the Re­ 
publican parly and of the people, and we de­ 
mand that specific pledges be exacted from the 
nominees for the Assembly from this county 
that, if elected, they will vote for Leland Stan­ 
ford for United States Senator first, last and all 
the time. 
A committee of five was then appointed 
to retire and report the names to be voted 
for Saturday. The names were: E. Corn- 
stock. H. A. Bell, A. Dittmar, L. Anker 
and T. J. Pennish. While this committee 
was out Lincoln White, N. N. Denton and 
others referred to the trouble between the 
committeemen from the ward—Messrs. 
Toll and Howard—and the prospect of 
there being two caucuses in the ward. 
Mr. White stated that no one knew of a 
resolution being passed by the County 
Committee calling for all meetings on 
Friday night. He gave M. A. Howard a 
scoring for his reference to the gentlemen 
present as being a “boodle” club, and de­ 
nounced it as being an insult to all present. 
He further stated that Howard had said 
that he (Howard) had a ticket selected, but 
would not show the names until tbe Fri­ 
day meeting, and that he was going to “put 
it through,” etc. “That Howard was never 
known to do anything in politics except to 
his own personal advantage.” 
The feeling of all present seemed to be 
that the idea of admitting only regular res­ 
idents of the ward could not but be in the 
interests of square dealing. 
The committee appointed to select names, 
entered the hall at this time and reported 
the following as being the persons to be 
voted for Saturday: Robert Heilman, Jacob 
Gerbert, J. F. Slater, E. Lavine, T. J. Pen- 
nisb, J. J. Wingard, W. E. Breuning, John 
Stevens, John Weil, M. M. Drew, W. A. 
Fountain, B. N. Bugbey, Ira Woodworth, 
H. W. Rivett, N, N. Denton, W. E. Brown, 
Warren Cole, H. E. Maltby, A. Dittmar, 
H. A. Bell, J. F. Carter, George Neale, B. F. 
Johnson, L. Auker and J. Flannigan. The 
report was adopted unanimously,ana a com­ 
mittee of five was appointed to look after 
the tickets and printing. The meeting, 
which was quite orderly and enthusiastic, 
then adjourned. 
There will undoubtedly be two tickets run 
in this ward Saturday, as Committeeman 
Howard has called a meeting in the New 
Pavilion for Friday evening. 
Howard 
states that the leading spirits in calling the 
meeting last night, which he claims was 
premature and not in accordance with tbe 
resolution adopted by the County Commit­ 
tee, are Royster, White, and Parker, who 
desire to put up a ticket in the interest of 
White for District Attorney; that the meet­ 
ing was called by Toll without consulting 
him. etc. The prime movers in last night’s 
meeting accuse Howard of having his 
tickets stuffed in the interest of F. D. Ryan 
as ugainst White, and so on. From the 
start the campaign promises to be a lively 
one. and Saturday's primaries will be 
probably tbe liveliest held here in a long 
time. It is expected that opposition tickets 
will be run in every ward in the city. 
A nother Caucus. 
Committeeman M. E. Hornlein, of the 
Fourth Ward, announces that there will be 
a caucus of tbe Second PreciDCt Repub­ 
licans to-morrow evening at Turner Hall. 
POLICE COURT. 
Charles Vates Pleads Guilty—L. C. Chan­ 
dler’s Tenants. 
There were an even half-dozen cases on 
Judge Buckley's calendar yesterday. 
Charles Yates, the keeper of a saloon on 
L street, pleaded guilty to battery and will 
be sentenced to-day.

He extended clemency to 
Edmond Clarence, found guilty of embez­ 
zlement in January, 1890, in San Francisco 
and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 
In granting the pardon the Governor says: 
I have gone carefully over all the statements 
submitted In this case, and have arrived at the 
conclusion that Clarence is entirely innocent of 
any criminal intent, and is the victim of an 
outrageous conspiracy on the part of his ene­ 
mies, who, aided by circumstance?, were ena­ 
bled to carry out their evil intent against an 
unfortunate man. Pievious to this trouble 
Clarence had been employed for years as a 
waiter at the Bohemian Club and by Charles 
^ 
‘ Front street, and bore a most ex­ 
cellent reputation. He is a married man and 
was the possessor of a comfortable home, which 
he has been obliged to sacrifice by reason of 
this trouble. He is sober and industrious and 
m every way trustworthy, and is vouched for 
by Castle Bros., Livingstone & Co , E. R. Lilien- 
thai. Haas Bros., H. G. Prince, Mbore, Hunt & 
Co. and others. Judge Van Reynegom and 
Chief of Police Crowley join in the petition for 
pardon, which I cheerfully grant, feeling as I 
do that I am liberating an innocent man. 
George Bush, who was convicted of as­ 
sault to murder in 8an Francisco in De­ 
cember, 1886, and sentenced to seven years’ 
imprilonment, was also pardoned. 
Dr. F. C. Durant, resident physician at 
8an Quentin, certifies that Bush has been 
an inmate of the prison hospital since Jan­ 
uary, 1890, suffering from consumption, is 
steadily failing, and, the doctor tbiDks, 
will not live three months. Bush baviDg 
been thrice convicted of felony, a petition 
was filed in the Supreme Court praying 
that the Judges thereof might recommend 
the granting of a pardon, and thereafter, 
on the 7th day of July, 1890, said petition 
came before Justice Beatty and Associate 
Justices McFarland, Fox and Patterson, 
sitting in bank, the Attorney-General be­ 
ing present in person and making no ob­ 
jection and tbe District Attorney of San 
Francisco causing the Court to be informed 
that he made no objection, it was recom­ 
mended “that the Governor do grant a par­ 
don to said George Bush as soon as possi­ 
ble.”Clemency was also extended to James 
Bruen, convicted of indecent exposure of 
person in Santa Barbara, in September, 
1889, and sentenced to six months impris­ 
onment and to pay a fine of $500. The 
Governor says he is credibly informed that 
Bruen was intoxicated when he committed 
the offense, and that he is a well-behaved 
and industrious person when sober. Bruen 
has already served the six months’ impris­ 
onment and is now serving out the fine at 
the rate of $1 per day. 


STOLEN PROPERTY RECOVERED. 
Articles W hich the Police W ant Owners 
For. 
Since the arrest of Thomas McCarty and 
John Green by officers Simmons and Car­ 
roll on Tuesday night, those officers have 
been busy hunting up stolen property sold 
by the burglars and have already unearthed 
the following articles, for which owners 
are wanted: One square nickle-plated 
clock; one open-faced stem-winding silver 
watch; one pair of gold eye-glasses; six 
silver spoons; one pair of new laced shoes 
(supposed to have been taken at a recent 
burglary of a country residence), and one 
silver coffin plate, bearing the following in­ 
scription : "Wm. Webster Conn. Died 
January 19, 1878.

The officers also recovered a fine over­ 
coat, belonging to Charles W. Parks, of 
San Diego, which was stolen from a down­ 
town hotel, and some opium pipes.

They are known to have offered for sale 
the lourteen boxes of cigarettes taken from 
Bennett's cigar store, on J street, recently, 
but the cigarettes have not been recovered.

An Ordinance to Close All Saloons at 
M idnight.

Section 2. Any person violating the provisions 
of this ordinance, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not exceed ng $500 or be imprisoned In 
the city jail notexceedlng ten days, or both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Trustee McLaughlin ought to submit his 
ordinance at the next meeting of the Board. 
It covers entirely different ground irom the 
other and would be a very good supple­ 
ment to it. 
FREEMAN’S LAST CHANCE. 
His Attorneys Paving tlie W ay lor the 
Supreme Court Fight. 
C. N. Post and Charles T. Jones, attor­ 
neys for Charles Freeman, the convicted 
murderer of Mark Feeney, have filed their 
bill of exceptions with Judge Van Fleet 
and the District Attorney. The document 
is a voluminous compilation of the excep­ 
tions taken to the rulings of the Court dur­ 
ing the trial, by the defense, and covers 
over 200 pages of closely-printed type­ 
writer.

B0ITAM0’8 SENTENCE. 
Judge Henry la Merciful and Makes It 
Very Light. 
ADgelo Boitano, the cement sidewalk 
artist, who assanlted his assistant, Ira 
StlnsoD, with a shovel last Saturday, was 
in Justice of the Peace Henry’s Court again 
yesterday. 
The case was partly heard Tuesday even­ 
ing, and the testimony showed that Boi­ 
tano had been greatly provoked by Stinson. 
By reason of this the prosecution offered 
to dismiss the charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon, provided Boitano would 
plead guilty to a charge of battery. Boi- 
tano’s attorney declined the offer. 
When the case came up again yesterday, 
however, the District Attorney’s offer was 
accepted, and Boitano pleaded guilty to 
the lesser charge. Both attorneys for the 
prosecution and defense asked that mercy 
be extended by the Conrt. 
Judge Henry said he was satisfied that 
Boitano had been driven almost to desper­ 
ation by StiDson’s continued nagging, and 
the latter probably deserved what he had 
received. Althongh the law had been vio­ 
lated by Boitano, and it was the Court’s 
duty to punish him, still, in view of the 
mitigating circumstances, he woQld make 
the sentence verv light--a fine of $10. In 
conclusion, the Jndge paid his respects to 
Stinson in rather sharp language. 


THE SILVER BILL. 
Text of the Compromise Bill W hich Is 
Now a Law. 
The bill recently passed by both houses 
of Congress and signed by the President, 
and which is now a part of the statutes, 
reads as follows : 
Section 1. The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby directed to purchase from time to time 
silver bullion to the aggregate amount of 4,500,- 
Coo ounces, or so much thereof as may be 
offered, in each mouth, at the market price 
thereof, not exceeding one dollar for 371.25 
grains of pure silver, and to lSftUti ill payment 
for sueh purchases of silver bullion treasury 
notes of the United States, to be prepared by 
the Secretary of the Treasure, in such iorm and 
of such denominations, not less thRn one dollar 
nor more than one thousand dollars, as he may 
prescribe, and a sum sufficient to earrv into 
effect the provisions of this Act is hereby appro­ 
priated out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 
Section 2. That the Treasury notes issued in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act shall 
be redeemable on demand in coin at the Treas­ 
ury of tbe United States, or at the office of any 
Assistant Treasurer of the United States, and 
when so redeemed may be reissued, hut no 
greater or less amount of mch notes shall be 
outstanding at any time than the cost of the sil­ 
ver bullion and the standard silver dollars 
coined therefrom then held in the Treasury 
purchased by such notes, aud sueh Treasury 
notes shall be a legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, except where other­ 
wise expressly stipulated io the contract, and 
shall be receivable for customs, taxes, and all 
public dues, and when so received may be re­ 
issued: and such notes, when held by any Na­ 
tional Banking Association, may be counted as 
part of its lawful reserve: that upon demand of 
the holder of any of the Treasury notes herein 
provided for, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall, under such regulations as he may pre­ 
scribe, redeem such notes in gold or silver coin 
at his discretion, it being the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the two metals 
on a parity with each other Hi on the present 
legal ratio or such ratio as may be provided for 
by law. 
Section 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall each month coin 2,000,000 ounces of the 
silver bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this Act into standard silver dollars, until 
the 1st day of July, 1891, and after that time he 
snail coin of the silver bullion purchased undtr 
the provisions of this Act, as much as may be 
necessary to provide for the redemption of the 
Treasury notes herein provided for, and any 
gain or seigniorage arising from such coinage, 
shull be accounted for aud paid into tbe Treas­ 
ury.Section 4. That the silver bullion purchased 
under the provisions of this Act shall be sub­ 
ject to the requirements of existing law and the 
regulations of the mint service governing the 
methods of determining the amount of pure sil­ 
ver contained, and the amount of charges or 
deductions, if any, to be made. 
Section 5. That so much of the Act of Febru­ 
ary 28,1876, entitled “An act to authorize the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar and to 
restore its legal tender character," as requires 
the monthly purchase aud coinage of the same 
into silver dollars of not less than $2,000,000 nor 
more than $4,000,00) worth of silver, is hereby 
repealed. 
J 
Section 6. That upon the passage of this Act 
the balances standing with the Treasurer of the 
united States to the respective credits of na­ 
tional banks for deposits made to redeem the 
circulating notes of such banks, and all deposits 
thereafter received for line purpose, shall be 
covered into the Treasury as a miscellaneous re­ 
ceipt, and the Treasurer ot the United States 
shall redeem from the general cash in the 
Treasury the circulating notes ot said banks 
which may come into his possession, subject to 
redemption: and upon the certificate of the 
Controller of the Currency that such notes have 
been destroyed, and that no new notes will be 
issued in their place reimbursement of their 
amount shall be made to the Treasurer, under 
such regulations as the Secretary ol the Treas­ 
ury may prescribe from an appropriation 
hereby created to be known as “National bank 
notes; Redemption account;” but the provisions 
of this Act shall not apply to the deposits re­ 
ceived under Section 3 of the Act of June 20, 
1374, requiring even- national bank to keep In 
lawful money with the Treasurer of the United 
States a sum equal to 5 per centum of its circu­ 
lation, to be held and used for the redemption 
of its circulating notes, and the balance re­ 
maining of the deposits so covered shall, at the 
close ot each month, be rejorted on the 
monthly public debt statement as debt of the 
United .States bearing no interest. 
Seciion 7. That this Act shall take effect thirty 
days from aud after its passage.

Breckenridge of Arkansas made an argu­ 
m ent in his own behaif to-day before the 
House Committee on Elections, reading a 
brief prepared 
by 
ex-Attorncy-Gemral 
Garland. 
This paper attacked the sub­ 
committee which visited Arkansas for its 
failure to take testimony 
proffered by 
Breckenridge: as, for instance, in the esse 
of the ballot-boxes whcse count was im ­ 
pugned. 
It set forth, further, that the rec­ 
ord failed utterly to show that Brecken­ 
ridge was not elected, but, on the contrary, 
it showed that he was elected. 
Respecting Clayton's murder, it was per­ 
fectly clear that nothing more could have 
been done to find the m urderer than had 
been done by the rflicers and people of the 
State. 
W hen he had concluded the brief 
Breckenridge proceeded to supplem ent it 
by a long statement. 
He had known 
Ctavton twenty years. They had been 
neighbors aud f iendH. Tney canvassed 
the district together. Their relations dem ­ 
onstrated that there was nothing in the 
charges made by Judge McClure of the 
terrible p»rsecution of the Republicans in 
his district. Clayton’s death had been a 
fearful surprise to him (Breckenridge), as 
it was to all decent people in Arkansas. 
He believed that the Plutnm erviile ballot- 
box was stolen by Republicans. The ap­ 
parent object to hinge upon tbe stealing 
was a contest in case the House of Repre­ 
sentatives was Republican. 
Breckenridge. in the course of his talk, 
turned bis attention to Judge McClure, and 
scored that gentleman severely. 
Judge McClure closed the arguments in 
a brief speech, devoid of personalities, and 
treating almost altogether on the legal as­ 
pect of tbe case. 
H e argued, in brief, that 
as the evidence showed that the ballots 
really cast were not preserved, it was com­ 
petent to go behind them aud take proof 
of the vote.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 16th —The Secretary 
ol the Interior to-duv reudered a decision 
in the case of It E Spicer and oihr-rs vs. 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
Jam es N. Glover and others, intervenors. 
Tbe case involves the status of a tract of 
land in an odd-numbered section within 
tbe primary lim its of the company's grant, 
upon wnicii a pcrlion of the city of Spo­ 
kane Falls is located, and which tract is 
now valued at more than $8,000,000 
It was claimed by Spicer tbat the land 
was exce: ted from the c m pany's grant by 
reason of the occupancy and claim of a 
Spokane Indian nam ed Enoch, and on 
April 12. 1890, the Secretary directed a 
hearing. 
Upon new evidence submitted 
by the intervenors, the Secretary revoked 
the order and cismisaed the application of 
Spicer and others, for the reason that upon 
the whole record now before him it con­ 
clusively appears that said Indian never 
revived his tribal relations, and there was 
no sufficient showing for ordering a hearing 
before ihe local authorities. This decision 
in effect confirms the railroad title as 
against the parties claiming an adverse 
interest.
